It is a sound and able exposition of the Rust's proposition, which has been long under

ljouisville, and organized as a General Court- 
Martial, for the trial of the plaintiff upon vari- 
ous charges see ft reed against hire. Cpon sug 
gestioos in writing, deemed sufficient tor their 
purpose, the defendants were ordered by this 
court to cease the trial of the plaintiff until his 
application for a writ of prohibition could be 
heard. The order was properly obeyed, and the 
application promptly responded to. 

The act of the Legislature, by virtue of which 
alone authority is claimed for the organization of 
this court martial, was approved March the 5th, 
1860, and is entitled, "An act for the better 
organization of the Kentucky militia." The 
plaintiff insists that this act is in violation of the 
Federal Constitution — was not passed as required 
bv the Constitution of this State, and is there 
fore null and void. He also complains that it is 
in all of its substantial provisions in conflict with 
the acts of the Federal Congress upon this sub 
ject, ami is therelore invalid. He further con- 
tends that the court-martial has no jurisdiction to 
try the charges preferred against him. 

To all this the defendants have re'ponded that 
ihe act is not in violation of the Federal Consti 
lutioit — that it was passed in strict conformity 
with the Constitution of this Slate — that it is not 
in conflict with the acts of Congress — that as a 
General Court-Martial they have jurisdiction of 
the charges preferred — and that all of these mat- 
ters they are the sole and exclusive judges — the 
only tribunal to which these questions can be 
properly addressed, and that therefore this court 
has no power to grant a prohibition against there. 

The jnrisdiclion of this court having been 
questioned in the response, and denied in ihe 
argument, it behooves me before proceeding 
further with the motion, to dispose of this objee 
tion. In England Ihe writ of prohibition origi- 
nal ly emanate I only from, or was always re' urn- 
able before, the court of King's Bench. That 
court had a general superintendency over all the 
inferior courts of the kihgdon, and to enable it 
to keep them within the limits prescribed for 
them, and to prevent the exercise of judicial 
functions and rowers by mere usurpers, this writ 
was framed. It was always granted to restrain 
inferior courts from trying causes of which they 
had no jurisdiction, and also to restrain such per- 
sons as assumed, without authority, the office 
ano ftlDCtiotM of a court in the trial of causes 
And this controlling power of the King's Bench 
was not exercised solely "in virtue of fArir origi- 
nal jurisdiction of the subject-matter in contra 
versu," as held by the Court of Appe'sls in the 
ease of Reese vs. Lawless, 1th Bibb, .')!).">. The 
writ was granted, not because the King's Bench 
had jurisdiction of the particular subject matter, 
but rutlier because the interior court had not such 
jurisdiction. It was granted in many cases by 
that court for the reason that no court had juris- 
diction; thus demonstrating that their authority 
to grant it was not limited to the eases of en- 
croachment upon their jurisdiction. Numerous 
ea-es may be found in the English reports to 
which the writ was applied, where the jurisdiction 
was not pretended to reside with the court w ho 
granted it. It is not true, therefore, th >t this 
controlling power of the KingV Bench over 
inferior courts existed "in virtue of their original 
jurisdiction of the subject-matter in controversy." 
But it is true, as before shown, that it existed 
because of the general superintendency of that 
ciuirt over all inferior jurisdictions and in virtue 
of its power to keep them in their proper sphere. 
Toinlin's Law D.c , vol. 3, p- 346, and cases there 
cited. 

Anil this is understood to be the docrine settled 
in the case of Arnold &. Parish vs. Shields, ic, 
(5th Dana, 20.) It is true that the case of Reese 
vs. Lawless is not there reviewed nor even named, 
yet the principle settled in the latter is in direct 
conflict with the former, and it must therefore be 
considered as overruled. Besides, the case of 
Arnold, &c, vs. Shields is sustained by the Origin 
and history of the writ and bv a very decided 1 
prepondr-rance of 



and whether the act out of which it arises be 
Constitutional or null and void. In such case 
the judgment, whether right or wrong, would not 
be void. And although the act might be uncon- 
stitutional, still the wtit of prohibition could not 
be granted in such ca«e before judgment. W heth 
er it could be granted after judgment, where the 
right of appeal did not exist, it is not necessary 
uow to decide. 

But where the act, by virtue of which the court 
was created, is void, or where the court had no 
jurisdiction similar to that presented, its judg- 
ment would be void, and in such cases the writ of 
prohibition might I e granted. In both instances 
the matter would be, in the language of the code, 
"outof its jurisdiction-" In tiiis case both the 
court martial and the proceeding complained of 
spring from the same act of the Legislature. It 
becomes necessary, therelore, to deterinina its va- 
lidity. 

2d. The plaintiff insists that it is in violation 
of the Federal Constitution, and particularly of 
that part of sub-sec 2 of see. 10 of Art. 1, w hich 
provides that no State shall, without the consent 
of Congress, "keep troops" or ships of war in time 
of peace unless actually invaded, or in such i.n- 
minent d inger as will not admit of delay. The 
act was passed without the consent of Congress, 
"in time of peace," and when there was no "in- 
vasion," or "danger" of invasion. And the ques- 
tion is. does it provide for "keeping troops" with- 
in the meaning of the Constitution? This pro- 
hibition, or limitation, upon the sovereignty of 
the Slate has respect to the war-making power, 
"to the setting on foot ol an army" either in ac- 
tual service are in constant preparation for such 
service. To "keep troops" means to raise land 
forces and sustain them as soldiers, assembled and 
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militia throughout the United States. This can-'! 
not be done without the co operation of the 
Slates and the General Government, oy concur- 
rent, and as near as may be, consistent legists- I 
tion. An act of the Legislature was necessary 
in order to the organization, government, a.id 
of the militia of this State. And I j 
cannot perceive that the act complained of vio- 
lates any provision of the Federal Constitution, | 
or that it is iu such conflict with the acts of Con I 
gress upon this subject, as to render it inoperative 
and void. 

3d. It is further insisted by the plaintiff, that 
the act was not passed according' to the Constitu- 
tion nl this Stale. His objections are two fold: 
1st. That it raises s "revenue" by tine and assess- 
ments, and yet the bill did not "originate in the 
House of Representatives." The place of its 
origin appears from the journals of the two 
Houses. 2>l. Thai it was noi pas-ed by a "quo- 
rum" of the Legislatute in cither HotisV. This, 
it is couceeded, does not appear either from the 
journals, the engrossed bill, or other written

as will not admit of delay. Now, in case of ac- 
tual invasion, to "keep troops" certainly implies 
that forces shall be raised, keep together as sol 
diers, and devoted exrlusit ely to that occupation. 
So iu times of "imminent danger" the right to 
"keep troops" is granted, because of the neces- 
sity which is supposed to exist for a standing sol- 
diery assembled and set apart to the public ser- 
vice and for the public safely. Whilst the dan- 
ger lasled they would tie organized as an armv in 
service, and remain iu readiness lor the work of 
war. Now that which is allowed in case of "in 
vasion" or of "imminent danger," is denied in 
time of peace. To "keep troops" is the same 
thing in both case's. The prohibition is against 
the keeping of a standing armv, by the State, in 
time of peace. Is the "Kentucky State Guard" 
in any sense a Standing army? Neither by the 
able arguments of the learned counsel for the 
plaintiff, nor by a somewhat critical examination 
of the act, has the court been satisfied that such is 
its character. 

That such was not the intention of the Legis- 
lature is very certain. That the organization 
cannot, in its present form, subject the country 
j to ihe evils of a standing army, is equally ret tain. 
The act does not withdraw from civil life and 
dedicate any portion of the citizens to the em- 
ployment of soldiers. Each and every member 
of the Guard may still pursue his avocation as 
before, finding nothing in this ne w relation ina»r 
degree inconsistent w ith the pursuits of civil lile. 
This cannot be said of a standing army. The act 
was evidently intended to be, as It is in fact, an 
act to secure an ellicient organization of the Mil- 
ilia of the State, so as to "govern" and "train" 
them, as such, for the public service. And among 
the enumerated powers of Congress, this right of 
training the militia according to the discipline 
prescribed by Congress is expressly reserved to 
the States, respectively, by the Constitution, 
the English a at American i Power » c " ta to Cougiess"'to provide fororgan 
i izing, arming, and disciplining the militia, and 



••hatevcr, sound reason and good policy require 
that it should be certain, uncontradicted, and Iree 
from all suspicion. I am satisfied that parol 
evidence should not in this, if in any case, be al- 
lowed to work such a result.

cases. The case ol Reese vs. Lawless is not sup- 
ported by reason, defeats in a great measure the 
object fur which the writ was framed, and stands 
almost entirely unsustained by authoriry It 
ought to be, therefore, if it has not been, over- 
ruled. It is a principle of the common law that 
supeiior courtsare entitled to a general superin 
tendeneeover all inferior and subordinate courts, 
and may res'rain them from the exercKe of arro- j 
gated jurisdiction. Asa means to enforce this 
principle the writ of Prohibition was framed. 

Now, courts martial are subordinate and in- j 
ferior in their jurisdiction to Circuit Courts in' 
this Commonwealth. This, under our Constitu 
tion, is-too obvious for argument. It has nor 
been and will not be disputed. The relation of 
Circuit Courts to courts martial and other infe- 
rior courts, resembles that of the King's Bench to 
the subordinate tribunals of England- This re 
l ition, as wc here seen, is one of superiority, 
from which, as a salutary, if not a uecessary prin- 
ciple, the controlling power may be deduced. 
This controlling power was exercised by the 
King's Bench in such cases as this by the writ of 
Prohibition, and may therefore be exercised by 
the Circuit Courts of this State, in the same man 
ner. (Arnold vs. Shields, 5th Dana, 20.) 

In confirm ition of this view of the subject, the 
definition of the writ of Prohibition furnished by 
the Legislature may be cited. Sec. 528 of the 
Civil Code says, "the writ ol Prohibition is an order 
from a Circuit Court to an inferior court of lim 
ited jurisdiction, prohibit ing it from proceeding in 
a matter out of its jurisdiction " Now this 
would seem to remove all doubt concerning the 
question of jurisdiction. 

2d. The next thing to be considered in- 
volves not only thejurisdiction of the court-mar- 
tial, but its very existence. Is the matter pre 
sented to that court "out of its jurisdiction?" The 
defendants insist that thev must be allowed to 
answer this question for themselves. On the other 
hand, the plaintiff insists that the very act which 
they claim to derive their being as a court is 
null aud void, and that therefore the court has no 
legal or constitutional existence, and that con 
seqtiently this and all other matters must be "out 
of itsjurisdiction." It will thus be perceived that 
the answer to this second ques. ion necessairly in- 
volves an inqoiry not only into their right to judge 
as a court exclusively concerning their own 
jurisdiction, but also into the constitutionality of 
the act from which their judicial exislenco is 
derived. 

1st. And first, of the right to judge exclusive 
ly of their own jurisdiction. Enough has al 
ready been said to prove that this cannot be so. 
It is at war with the common law principle, which 
springs from the necessities of government, and 
out of which arises the controlling power before 
discussed. The proposition, if not intrinsically 
absurd, is certainly inconsistent with the power 
to grant the writ in any case. For why give the 
power to prevent and restrain an inferior tribunal 
from ihe exercise of arrogated jurisdiction, if 
that tribunal be allowed to determine for itself 
whether such jurisdiction be arrogated or not? 
If this court martial were to assume the power 
to try a citizen for the crime of murder or felony 
of any grade, or should assume to grant divorces 
or render decrees for the sale of real estate, the 
right to inquire into their jurisdiction and re 
strain them by writ of prohibition would hardly 
be denied. And this might be done either before 
or after judgment They might be prohibited 
from tryicg tuch cases, or having tried them, 
they might be prohibited from executing the r 
judgments. These, it is true, are extreme cases, 
audit may be said are not likely to arise, but 
they at once serve to illustrate the importance of 
the writ, and the necessity for that controlling 
power over inferior tribunals of limited jurisdic- 
tion which has been vested by law in the Circuit 
Courts of this Commonwealth. And thi power 
is valueless unless accompanied with the right to 
look in upon and determine their jurisdiction. In 
the nature of the case, this power and right must 
co exist iu the same tribunal. If the writ be, 
as the Legislature has defined it, "an order from 
a Circuit Court to an inferior Court" of limited

This clause was not in the 
1 original draft of the Constitution, and was only 
adopied after much discussion. That portion of 
it which gives Congress the power to provide for 
organizing, arming, disciplining, and, whilst in 
in service, governing the militia, was passed by a 
vote of nine States against two. The latter part 
of the clause was pas-ed by a vote of seven States 
against four. Some were apprehensive of danger 
to the National Government, if tiie militia should 
l>e pieced under the exclusive control of tire 
States. Others feared oppression by the Gene- 
ral Government, if if should be allowed to or- 
ganize, arm, and govern the militia of the seven I 
States. As a compromise of these conflicting 
opinions, aud to remove as far as possible all 
cause of jealousy and all feeling of insecurity 
between the Federal and State Governments, it 
was finally settled that the two should co operate, 
and thus both be protected rather than endanger 
ed by the system. To Congress was given the 
power to piovide for organization, arms, and 
discipline. To the States, respectively, was ex- 
pressly reserved the power to provide the "ol- 
fieers" and to "train" '.he militia. To the States 
also, because not delegated, was reserved the 
right to govern them when not in actual service. 
In furtherance of these powers. Congress and the 
Legislatures of the several States haveconstantly 
co-operated by concurrent, and, generally, con 
sistent legislation. That the Stales may legis- 
late on this subject and provide for efficiency in 
organization, the establishment of courts martial, 
the punishment of officers and privates, and for 
all thngs properly involved iu the power to i 
"train' and "govern" the militia, is too well set- 
tled to tdmit now of serious discussion. Such 
legislation has been repeatedly recognized and 
approved by the supreme Courts of this and most, 
if nol all, of the States ol the Union, and also by 
the Supreoe Court of ihe United States. 'Hous- 
ton vs. Mcore, f>th Wheaton.) Besides, it is ex- 
pressly recognized by the act of Congress for the 
organization of the militia, approved on the btb 
of May, 1792, and also bv subs, quent acts. 

The States cannot, of course, by legislation, 
invade or defeat the exclusive powers of Con- 
gress, but they may do whatever is necessary or 
proper to carry out and protect either powers 
conferred upon them or rights re-served to them 
by the Constitution. To Congress has been dele- 
gated the power to provide for the organization 
of the militia. This power is not exclusive, but 
concurrent with the States. And Congress has 
so tar exercised it as to furnish a general pUn of 
organization. The States, by appropriate legis- 
lation, may carry out that plan, anil in so doing 
may piovide for efficii ncy in governing the mili 
tia. To Congress has been delegated the power 
to "prescribe discipline." This too is a concur- 
rent, not an exclusive power. And Cougress has 
exercised it, by furnishing a sy.-tem of tactics to 
be adopted and enforced by the States in "train 
ing" ihe militia. This plan of organization and 
system of discipline are uniform throughout the 
Union, anil made to conform to the organization 
and discipline of the regular army, for obvious 
reasons. When required for actual service they 
are for the first time, as militia, brought under 
the government of the United States. For this ; 
service, when necessary, they are trained by the 
States. And when brought together from the 
different States under the coutrtil of the national 
government, the entire militia may co-operate in [ 
harmony with the regular army, because their 
plan of organization is the same, and because all 
have been "trained" under the same system of 
discipline- The power to legislate in reference 
la arming, "organizing," and "disciplining," the i 
militia, is concurrent with Congress and the 
States. If the power be exercised by Congress I 
the States may still legislate on the subject, but 
such legislation must be consistent with the acts 
of Congress. The power to legislate concerning 
the government of the militia "in service" be- 
lot gs exclusively to Congress. The power to 
legislate concerning the appointment of "offi- 
cers," the "training," and, w. en not "in ser- 
vice," the "governing" the militia, belongs ex- 
clusively to the Mates. The obj ct ol the Con-

The 
lion Senator from Kentucky said it was an- 
noying. He knew it was annoying to have ne- 
groes kidnapped from Ohio and Indiana, and an- 
noying to tfaie slaveholders that their slaves might 
be enticed to run away, but there was a high- 
er principle involved. 

Another cause of the trouble was said to be 
the non-rendition of fugitive slaves. He admit- 
ted the validity of the clause in the Constitution 
requiring rendition. He admitted that wasoneof 
the clauses in the Constitution that he had sworn 
to support, but he must say that questions had 
ariseu as to the construction of this clause. He 
believed that the Constitution should be strictly 
Co net rued, and lie thought it the duty of the 
Slates to m ike provisions to faithfully carry into 
effect this clause of the Constitution; but admit- 
ted, with equal frankness, that a majority of the 
people of the United States thought Congress 
possessed the power to legislate to carry this into 
effect. He said Mr. Lincoln was in favor of giv- 
in!.' the South the Fugitive Slave Law, and read 
speeches to -support the assertion. The South 
Complain that they lose a great deal by fugitives 
and lew are reclaimed. This arises from the 
fact that they possess a species of property with a 
will of its own, und legs of its own, and a desire 
of its own to get away. This is no fault of ours 
and the North is not resr onsible lor thai. The 
Senator from Virginia, (Mason) holding that a 
few years ago Virginia lost annually $100,000, 
and he believed she lost the same now. He would 
concede that, for the sake of the argument, Virgin- 
ia had about 5,000,000 slaves, worth about eight 
hundred dollars each, at least before the panic — 
makin $10,000,000. The loss of $100,000 i, only 
one fortieth of one per cent., or about one fourth 
of a mill upon the dollar. This is l etter than 
the risk incurred on any other species of property 
in the United States. Suppose the people of the 
border States resolve themselves into an insur- 
ance company — how small would be the pre- 
mium to cover the loss — and special property has 
special advantages. It has advantages of repre- 
sentation. Is it strange that such property should 
be subjected to peculiar risks? What will those 
gentlemen gain by severing the bond of Union? 
If they run these slight risks now, what risks will 
they run when the Northern States will be under 
no obligation to return their property? Would 
ten per cent, cover the loss of the State? Let 
the boi d of the Union be broken, and slave prop 
erty would of necessity retire from the border, 
lie -aid that the Abolitionists of the North stand 
looking with anxiety, and praying that the Union 
mav be dissolved, that the North shall no longer 
be compelled to return fugitive slaves.

Mr. Doolittle said the Senator from Mi-souri 
assumed that the Constitution repealed the laws ' 
of Mexico : n this Territory and look slavery ; 
there. This was contrary to the decisions of the 
Supreme Court. He claimed* thut the doctrines i 
of Mr Calhoun, that the Constitution recognized 
slave property, found few supporters at the lime 
of its announcement. 

Mr. Mason said Mr. Calhoun »»< dead, but he 
did not understand him to say even that the Con- 
stitution establishes slavery, but claimed that 
slaves were property, and therefoie that ihe Con 
atitution must be protected 

Further discus-ion ensued between Messrs. 
Green and Doolittle, when the Senate adjourned 
till Monday. 

Hot'SE- — Mr. Stevens of Washington Terri ' 
tory, rising to a personal explanation in relation 1 
to a special dispatch in a Boston paper, said the 
dispatch states that it appears upon investigation 
that the Indian Trust Bonds were stolen lor ihe 
use of the Central Breckinridge Committee dur- 
ing the late PYesiilcniial election. 

Mr. Morris, of Illinois, tose to a question of 
order, saying that it had heretofore been decided 
that a newspaper article was not a privilege ques 
tioa. 

Mr. Logan — My colleague was treated in an 
indifferent manner. 

The Speakei — 1 am sorry, if it is true. 

Mr- Houston rained the point, that this was not 
a privilege 'question — it bjnot affecting the privi 
lege of SOT member here. 

Mr. M cC lernai id — I was cut off the other day 
ungenerously, it is true, but the example is not 
worthy of being followed. I appeal to my col- 
league (Logan) to withdraw his objection. 

Mr. Stevens resumed, and read ihe Herald's 
dispatch, and likewise that in the New York 
World, of December 21th, iu which it is stated 
"that the robbery of the Interior Department 
has caused some speculation iu Washington, and 
it is thought by some who are deemed au fait 
that the defalcation of bonds has been going on 
since the commencement of the Presidential 
campaign; that jtlie Biickinridge Club and Sec- 
retary Cobb knew exactly how these securities 
were to be used, and for WD u purpose these bonds 
were deposited as collateral, lo raise money in 
behalf of the Breckinridge Club." Mr. Stevens 
said his attention was called to these d spatches 
last evening, and they seem to be a matter of 
sufficient consequence to arrest the attention of 
Ihe House. It was his fortune to be chaiiman of 
the Breckinridge Club, and he did his entire duty 
according to the be>t of his ability. His heart 
was in the business, for he believed he was sink- 
ing a blow for the honor of his country and the 
prosperity of its institutions, but these were not 
false and calumnious assertions on the integrity 
of the Club. Although he might not be known 
to fame, for twenty years' he had gone through 
many perils, and faced death in ihe discharge of 
his duty. He repeated, in the presence of men 
who knew ihe facts, who had seen him in the 
valley of Mexico, in the van of victorious armies, 
he did his part to plant our banner on the palaces 
ol the Montezumas. He bore the wounds of the 
service which physically had broken him down. 
He had in the Northwest faced a most savage 
foe, and on the Pac fiic exerted his utmost energy 
"to make the wilderness blossum us ihe rose." 
He repeated here that it was a false and mali 
cious slander promulgated on an honorable body 
of men, which required a most severe rebuke. 
He never knew these bonds had existence till the 
fact of the robbery was made known. He called 
on the Chairman of the Select Committee, asking 
him to prof.e this matter to the bottom, so that 
punishment may fall on the guilty. 

In relation to tl e article in the Boston Her- 
ald, Mr. Stevens said: It appears, on investi- 
gation, the young gentleman informed him to- 
day that these words were interpolated in Boston, 
showing a disposition mosl loul to slander for 
base political purposes, and to break down a 
political organization suppo se d to be adverse to 
that of the editor. Iu ihe New York World, 
the words, it is thought, appear in connection 
with the slander, and this is to injure the re- 
putation of honorable men who were opposed 
'.o the irrepressible attacks of the foul and filthy 
herd of men who endeavor to cast their slime on 
men on whom ibey ara not worthy to look. It 
is the duty of the committee, if they can, to atop 
this delamation of character. 

Mr. Morris, of Illinois, said that Mr. Stevens 
called on him this morning, and expressed his 
des re that the subject be thoroughly investigated. 
He had no control over the matter, but would 
lay the matter before the Select Committee, 
leaving them to determine whal was proper lo be 
done in the mutter. ' 

Mr. Bocock asked and was excused from ser- 
vice on the Committee, saying that its business 
should be transacted, and he was liable at any 
time lo be called from the city in consequence of 
business engagements. 

Mr. Mor is of Illinois, offered a resolution in 
behalf of the Committee, that they have leave 
to sit during the sitting.-, of the House, either in 
this citv or elsewhere as may be deemed advisa- 
ble, and employ a stenographer at a ratio of com- 
pensation not exceeding that paid for the reports 
lor the Congressional Globe. 

Mr. Slanlion objected to the Committee sitting 
elsewhere than in Washington. The Select 
Kansas Committee was only an exception. 

Mr. McClernaud said there must be some 
special reason foi him lo vole for such permis 
sion. 

Mr. Morris replied that he had had a conversa- 
tion with the Secretary of the Interior, who sug- 
gested that the committee might have to hold a 
session at some other poiut than this. It would 
not now be proper to give an explanation. He 
asked the House to confide in the discretion of 
the commute. 

After some further conversation the resolution 
was adupted, with an amendment respecting the 
pay of the reporter. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole 
and took up the Indian Appropriation Bill. It 
frequently appeared that there was no quorum 
present, and il was finally agreed thai the bill 
should be reported to the House on Monday, to 
which day the House adjourned. 

South Carolina Scci nion Convention. 

Charleston, Dec. 9& — The Convention met 
at noon, Mr. Jamison in the chair. Prayer was 
offeved. The committee on relations with the 
slaveholding States of North America reported 
the following resolutions: 

1. lletolred. Thai this Convention appoint 
commissioners to proceed to each slaveholding 
Stale that may assemble in convention for the 
purpose of laying before them the Ordinance of 
Secession, and respect folly lo invite their coop- 
eration in forming a Southern Confeder u v 

2. Retolced, That our Commissioners be au 
tborized to take the Federal Constitution as the 
basis lor a Provisional Gove r nment for such States 
as shall have withdrawn from connection with the 
government of the United Stales of North Amer- 
ica. 

3. Resolwd, That said Commissioners be au 
thorized to invite said States lo meet in Conven- 
tion at such time and place as may be agreed 
upon for the purpose of forming a permanent 
government by the>c Stales. 

The President read the following coramunica 
tion: 

Charleston, Dec. 2t, isco. 
To the President and Delegates of the Independent 
State of South Carolina: 

Grnlttmtn : I have just been informed that 
you did me the honor, by resolution, to invite ine 
to a seat on the floor ol the Convention, lam 
wanting in language, gentlemen', to express m] 
feelings which this very unexpected courtisy at 
your bands has given rise to. In the course ol 
my life, now nearly half a ceutury — a life not 



entirely devoid of incidents calculated to inspire j 
a laudable, manly pride — I have never been lion- 
ored with fe tnal with those smarting under wrongs 
Inflicted by the leaders of a perverted govern- i 
meul, and who have, with unanimity unparalleled, j 
broken the link with a faithless Confederacy. 
You arc engaged in a hinh and laudable aim — j 
aye, the high and holy purpose of devising a gov- | 
eminent which shall offer the greatest liberty 
consistent with the rights, liberties, and happiness 
of the governed. In every particular your ordi 
nance is iu good taste, to the point, and covers 
the whole ground. Permit me to assure you, 
gentlemen, that the gallant little State of 
Florida will follow your lead. On motion of 
her convention, Florida will, as certain as 
anything in the future can, wheel into line with 
the gallant old Palmetto. We are identified with 
the same interests, and there is a deep determin- 
ation not to submit to Black Republican rule. 
Your common destiny must become that of 
others. I regret, exceeding, that urgent official 
duty, which I cannot postpone, will deprive me 
of the pleasure of accepting your kind courtesy. 

With the tender of my siucere thanks for the 
honor conferred upon me, I am, geuttemeo, 
Your obedient servant,

Mr. Perrin offered a resolution for a recess 
from to* morrow to the 16th proximo. Lost. 

Mr. Magault's resolution, instructing the Gov- 
ernor to make forthwith all preparations which 
may be needed to asset t by force the right and 
jurisdiction of South Carolina in its territory, was 
lost. 

Mr. Fenley offered a resolution that copies of 
the ordinance of secession, adopted by the con- 
vention, with a declaration of the immediate 
causes which have induced and justified the seces- 
sion of South Ca/olina from the Federal Union, 
and the address of the people of South Carolina 
in convention assembled, to the slaveholding 
States of the United States.be transmitted by 
the Governor ol the Stale lo the Governors of 
the slaveholding States, for the information of 
their respective Legislatures or conventions, 
when conventions by the people have been called 
in any of the slaveholding Slates. 

Mr . Wardlaw thought il had better go along 
with the report ol the committee to whom was 
referred the communication of ihe Legislature 
of Georgia. 

Several motions were made to amend. 
* Mr. Dargnn said, according to theory, South 
Carolina had been one of the Republic of the 
United States, and the Constitution was a com 
pact between independent sovereign States South 
Carolina hid thought proper to exercise her sover- 
eign right to withdraw from the Federal league 
compact. There Is a propriety that this State 
should notify her late coufederators, whether non- 
slaveholders or slaveholders, that she had with- 
drawn from ihe Union, and to certify in proper 
form the causes of her withdrawing from the 
compact of the Governors. If all the States 
should receive an ordinance, and the cause justify 
the secession, on calling the question on insert- 
ing the words non-slaveholding before slave 
holding, Mr. Dargnn said that copies of the or 
dinanee, and of the causes justifying the seces- 
sion of South Carolina, should be Fent to the 
Governors of all the States, and the address to the 
people ol South Caroliua should be sent to the Gov. 
ernors cf slaveholding States only. He asked why 
not inse rt England and France, and all sovereign 
powers thai were in league with non-slaveholding 
Si nes, and there is nothing inconsistent with the 
dignity of South Carolina in so doing. It is a 
duty she owes to her late confederates to an- 
nounce her withdrawal from the league, and to 
inform them of the causes which compelled us 
to do so. 

Mr. Middleton proposed that the Convention 
conform to the practice of the time, and not com- 
municate with the non-slaveholding or slavehold- 
ding States on the subject, and take the resolu- 
tion as originally e'ffered. 

Major Gregg said it was entirely proper that 
notice should be given to our late confederates of 
our withdrawal from the Confederacy. 

Charleston. December 2C. — The Convention 
assembled ai 11 o'clock this morning. A prayer 
was offered, asking the protection of God over a 
Southern Confederacy. 

Mr. Spain offered a resolution that the Gov- 
ernor be requested to communicate lo the Con- 
vention, in secret session, any information he 
possesses in reference to the condition of forts 
Moultrie and Sumpter, and castle Pinckney; the 
number of guns in each; the number of workmen 
and kind of labor employed; the number of sol- 
diers ill each, and what additions, if anv, since the 
20th inst. Also, whether assurance has been 
given that the forts will not be reinforced, and if 
so, to what extent; also what pelice or other reg- 
ulations h ive been made, if any, in reference to 
the defenses of the harbor of Charleston, the 
coast, and the State. Laid ou the table for con- 
sideration in secret session. 

Mr. Brown offered a resolution pintail citizens 
of the United States, domiciled within this Stale 
on the adoption ol the ordinance of secession, on 
December 2"lh, 1860, be and the same are here- 
by declared citizen." of South Carolina, and en- 
titled to all the privileges, and subject to all the 
liabilities incident thereto. 

Mr. Brown said that there was a large namber 
of merilonous citizens in the State who are citi- 
zens by adoption, and that there was a well 
founded apprehension in their mir.ds as to the 
extent of their allegiance. There were two 
methods by which individuals could become citi- 
zens of South Carolina — by birth and by adoption. 
Birlb give's unqualified citizenship iu the Slate 
and a relative citizenship iu the United States. 
By naturalization persons were made citizens, 
and by virtue of being such were made citizeus 
of South Carolina. In 1S32 the constitution of 
South Carolina was amended, and foreigners were 
required to take an additional oath of State — 
one of true allegiance to South Carolina, or so 
long as they remained citizens thereof, and some- 
tin *■- bv another method — thai of a test oath. 

Mr. Brown said, also, that a period must be 
adopted foi Ihe subject. "I don't mean nor con- 
template making involuntary citizens who may 
be accidentally domiciled at the time of the 
adoption of the ordinance of secession." 

Mr. Kenyai . moved that when the Convention 
adjourn, it be until the l-ih proximo, or until such 
time as the Presideut shall order it to reassemble. 
Laid on the table. 

Mr. Rhott offered an ordinance, providing for 
the holding of a convention of the slaveholding 
States of the United States, for the purpose of 
fi amino a Constitution, and forming a Southern 
Cnnfedci'iic} — moved to lay it on the table with- 
out reading it. 

Mr. Mcmminger doubted whether there was 
authority lor receiving a paper in a public delib- 
erative assembly, without having at least one 
reading of it. 

Mr. Rhett then read the ordinance himself. It 
provides as follows: 

1. That the conventions of the seceding slave- 
holding States of the United Stales unite with 
South Carolina, and hold a convention at Mont- 
gomery, Ala., for the purpose of framing a 
Southern Confederacy. 

2. That the said seceding States appoint by 
their respective commissioners or Legislatures, as 
many delegates as thev have Representatives in 
the present Congress of the United States, and 
that on the adoption of the Constitution of the 
Southern Confederacy, the vote shall be by 
States. 

3. That whenever the terms of the Conven- 
tion shall be agreed upon by the said Convention, 
the same ihall be submitted at as early a day as 

practicable to the convention and Legislature of 
each Stale respectively, so as to enable them to 
ratify or reject the said Constitution 

4. That in the opinion of South Carolina the 
Constitution of the United States will form a 
suitable basis for the Confederacy of the South- 
ern States withdrawing. 

5. That the South Carolina Convention appoint 
by ballot eight delegates to represent South Car- 
olina in the Convention for the formation ol a 
Southern Confederacy. 

Lastly, That one commissioner in each State 
be elected to call the attention of the people to 
this ordinance. 

Mr. Demkin here moved that the convention 
go into secret session. Carried.
